the footsteps of his uncle, Peter Nourjian, a screenwriter 
originally from New Beford and now living in Provi- 
dence, RI, Mr. Nourjian founded Nourjian Productions 
and took on the task of producing Homie Spumoni for 
writer/ director Mike Cerrone as his first project. 

And Mr. Cerrone already knew a little something 
about making movies himself, having worked closely 
with Rhode Island-based filmmakers Peter and Bobby 
Farrelly on several of their popular comedies and garner- 
ing a co-writing credit on Me, Myself & Irene. 

"Mike and his brother, co-writer Steve Cerrone, 
grew up in the Providence/ Attleboro area, so they're a 
local family," Mr. Nourjian said. "I met up with Mike and 
really liked his screenplay, so I optioned it from him." 

When it came time to cast the film, Mr. Nourjian 
and Mr. Cerrone never dreamed of getting someone like 
Whoopi Goldberg involved.

Given Mr. Cerrone's pedigree and his past as- 
sociation with the Farrelly brothers, Mr. Nourjian de- 
scribed Homie Spumoni as being in a similar vein to the 
Rhode Island natives' somewhat raunchy comedies, but 
more heart-warming. "It's a very funny comedy ... about 
looking at people who have stereotypes and poking fun 
at them," he said. "In the end, it's all about who you are 
inside." 

Though the plot may sound like a reverse take on 
Steve Martin's The Jerk — with the title character grow- 
ing up in a black family unaware that he is white — Mr.

The movie got a great response at the Boston Film 
Festival, which was a real boost for Mr. Nourjian. 

"We were the opening night premiere and people 
loved it," he said. "The audience really responded well 
to it ... they laughed in all the right places and we didn't 
even have an applause sign up." 

Sounding like a proud father, Mr. Nourjian said 
he enjoys the role of producer in getting to nurture a proj- 
ect from concept to completion. 

"The producer really has to make sure the whole 
thing comes together," he said. "In this case, I went out 
and found the script and put a team together to help 
work on it. Obviously raising the money is part of that. 
We (also) really lobbied for Mike to be able to direct 
this. He really knew the story so well and knew how it 
should come out.

telling her mother that they would make her feel better. 
To Gretchen's surprise the glasses did the trick and helped 
to change her perspective by seeing the day through her 
daughter's eyes. The story became the inspiration for title 
of the book series that Gretchen compiled from the writ- 
ing she did in the weeks following Lulu's passing. 

The first book, Lulu's Rose-Colored Glasses, was 
published in 2004. Ms. Pyne describes the work as a 
"book of hope." Filled with stories of how Lulu changed 
people's views for the better, each book comes with its 
own pair of rose-colored sunglasses. 

Since the book was published, the Pynes have un- 
dertaken a number of endeavors inspired by their daugh- 
ter. It is in this spirit that Lulu's Rose Colored YMCA 
Walk was started. Geared towards providing scholarships 
as part of the "Make it Happen" campaign for those who 
can not afford a membership at the Gleason YMCA in 
Wareham, last year's event raised over $4,000, despite the 
fact that the walk took place on a rain-soaked day.

merits for the Town of Marion," Selectman Blanchette 
said. 

"The quint is the Swiss Army Knife of fire trucks," 
Selectman Henry said. "Admittedly, it's not fully capable 
of all the functions of a (full-size) ladder truck (but) it was 
a recommendation of the Fire Consultant that that type 
of vehicle would serve our needs. But maybe we can get 
a ladder truck with a (pre-piped) waterway ... if that's 
agreeable to you." 

The chief said he could look into prices for such a 
vehicle and report back to the board. 

In other matters, Chief Guerzoni said he also sent 
a memo to the board requesting permission to keep the 
Fire Chief's sedan in service, along with the four-wheel- 
drive Sports Utility Vehicle (SUV) they just inherited from 
the Police Department, which can be used as a mobile 
command vehicle but needs to be fully upgraded and 
equipped. 

"We're getting busier and we do need a backup 
vehicle," Chief Guerzoni said. "I would suspect the SUV 
will need to go out for repair from time to time ... and the 
car has less mileage on it." 

"It kind of bothers me that the Fire Chief would 
inherit a vehicle that has already been driven to death by 
the Police Department," Selectman Henry said. "If we 
went through a consolidated purchase and bought a new 
vehicle, that problem goes off the list for 10 to 15 years. I 
don't know if there's any way to see our way clear to buy-

Town 
Administrator James Huntoon was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board first discussed the upcoming Special 
Town Meeting warrant and met with ORR School District 
Superintendent Dr. William Cooper to discuss additional 
monies needed for the district's Special Education pro- 
gram. 

"We'd like to ask for an additional $50,000 to 
cover the out-of-district tuition costs," Dr. Cooper said. 
"We scoured the budget (but) ... these were things that be- 
came known in late spring, early summer. There are still 
a couple (of cases) pending (and) we may have to come 
back to you if the balance is protecting the regular day 
program. We did a lot of cutting of the regular day budget 
last spring in order to get under a very hefty increase. 
The Special Education costs in Rochester have increased 
at a rate that's well beyond any of us over the last several 
years. There's no particular rhyme or reason to it — I 
suspect it's cyclical. This all has to do with out-of-district 
tuition and transportation costs. The K-6 budget has to 
support not only the K-6 day program, but also the 7-12 
out-of-district costs, too." 

Dr. Cooper noted that a portion of these Special 
Education costs might be eligible for reimbursement 
through the state, but they will be reimbursed in Fiscal 
Year 2008, not the current academic year.

"Last year we received almost $250,000 in re- 
imbursement," said Superintendent for Finance Tim 
O'Connor. 

According to Finance Committee (FinCom) 
member Shirley Bourque, the town has about $97,578 in 
available Free Cash going into this Special Town Meeting. 

Ms. Bourque said the FinCom would be meeting 
during the week to review these last-minute requests and 
make their recommendations for the Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant. 

The board next met with Town Facilities Manager 
Mike Meunier who is requesting $30,000 to make repairs 
and upgrades to the Town Hall. "Some of the windows 
need to be replaced, the (window) sills are rotting out, 
we need to replace ceiling tiles, the list goes on and on," 
Mr. Meunier said. "We should be able to take care of the 
handicap ramp and stairs for right around $10,000." 

Given the lack of funding, the board suggested 
just doing the critical upgrades to the handicap access for 
now and deal with other repairs and upgrades at a future 
date. 

Fire Chief Scott Ashworth next discussed his need 
to purchase 40 new pagers for the Fire Department at an 
estimated cost of $24,000. 

"These things typically have to be replaced every 
four to five years," Chief Ashworth said. 

Police Chief Paul Magee, likewise, requested 
funding to purchase upgraded computer equipment for

Other 
costs such as data conversion and linking the database 
to the Police Department would bring the total amount 
to around $5,000 which can be transferred out of existing 
monies collected through dog licenses. 

Assessor John Mello also noted the Board of As- 
sessors will need an additional $6,000 to cover the revalu- 
ation process for the next fiscal year.

Maintain EEE Awareness 

The Mattapoisett Board of Health would like to 
remind residents to protect themselves and their family 
members from the threat of the Eastern Equine Encepha- 
litis (EEE) virus. The best way to protect is to prevent 
mosquito bites. 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
makes the following recommendations: 

• If you must be outdoors at dawn and dusk 
when mosquitoes are most active, wear long-sleeved 
shirts and long pants. Use mosquito repellant that con- 
tains DEET and follow the directions on the label. DEET 
concentrations above 10-15 percent for children, or with 
DEET concentrations above 30-35 percent for adults. 

• Take special care to cover up the arms and legs 
of children playing outdoors near swampy areas. When 
you bring your baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage 
or playpen with mosquito netting.

The Friends is a group of citizens who are work- 
ing toward the goal of helping the Marion Pathway 
Committee construct the Marion to Mattapoisett path to 
connect with the proposed Mattpoisett bike path which 
will then connect to the Phoenix Pathway in Fairhaven. 
Federal grant money is available to pay for 80 percent 
of the cost of the pathway while a Massachusetts state 
grant could fund 10 percent. The Town of Marion will pay 
for the remaining 10 percent that are the upfront funds 
needed for the feasibility and engineering study needed 
to apply for both federal and state grants.

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Mattapoisett Tax Bills 

The second quarter of the 2007 Preliminary Tax 
Bills are due November 1. Tax bills were mailed on June 
30 with payment coupons for both the first and second 
quarters attached at the bottom of the bills and the receipt 
portion at the top. Taxpayers should have retained the 
second quarter payment coupon for payment due by 
November 1. Notices of due dates will appear quarterly 
in The Wanderer, on the town's website, on local cable TV 
and on the Lion's Club bulletin board on Route 6. There 
will be a 50-cent charge for reprinting a tax bill. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
online payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 
pm on the due date of November 1. 

To avoid long lines at the Tax Collector's Office, 
taxpayers are encouraged to mail their payments to P.O. 
Box 1596 or use the drop-off box (located in the wall to the 
left of the front door of Town Hall). The receipt portion 
and second quarter coupon may be brought to the office 
with payment during normal work hours. 

According to state statute, failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment 
is late. If payment is not received in the Collector's Office 
by the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a rate of 14 
percent in accordance with state law. Any accrued interest 
for the first and/ or second quarters shall appear on the 
third quarter coupon on the Actual Tax Bill in January. If 
taxes are escrowed and are paid by a bank or mortgage 
company electronically, taxes should automatically be 
paid quarterly. It is the property owner's responsibility to 
insure taxes are paid on time and in full.

The Altruist. Starring Billy Franks and Bobbi Ashton. Di- 
rected by Mick McCleery. Running time: 108 minutes. No 
MPAA rating. Available on DVD. 

Like you, I sometimes look at the cinema listings and come up 
empty. The Guardian! Open Season! School for Scoundrels! Not 
for me, thanks. This week, as I do every once in a while, I'd like to 
spotlight a small but deserving movie that recently crossed my desk. 
We'll go back to proper theatrical releases next week, I promise. 

Mick McCleery, I like to think, fired up a nice cigar after he thought 
up the premise of The Altruist. There are people out there who enjoy 
killing; there are people out there who would like to die. And there 
is, according to the movie, an organization that brings the two groups 
together. Terminal Assist, it's called. Kind of a Jack Kevorkian rewrite 
of Grosse Pointe Blank, this is a twisty and darkly satisfying comedy 
that pushes beyond its premise to become a far purer example of film 
noir than The Black Dahlia ever manages. 

Nick Andrews (the great Billy Franks) runs Terminal Assist out 
of a deep need to help his fellow suffering human beings, though 
he usually cloaks it with a cynical, foulmouthed veneer. His agency 
"matches" despondent or terminally ill people — clients — with so- 
ciopaths willing to put the former out of their misery. There are bound 
to be flaws in this system, and writer/director McCleery has thought 
of most of them: clients who have second thoughts, killers who can't 
be trusted to carry out clean hits or keep their mouths shut about them. 
It's a low-rent operation, tolerated by cops on the take and based in a 
shabby office plaza. 

The plot thickens when Teresa (Bobbi Ashton), the widow of 
a client, looks further into his death (which got complicated by an 
overeager killer). She rightly suspects Nick, and he finds himself 
smitten with her pain and determination. Added into the mix is the 
deceased's best buddy (John Innocenzo), a doctor who seems to have 
his own designs on Teresa. And the FBI is trying to infiltrate Terminal 
Assist by sending in an undercover agent (Nancy Jarrell) to pose as a 
deathly ill potential client. 

It could've been all too easy for The Altruist to lapse into faux- 



Tarantino territory, but McCleery keeps the proceedings genuine and 
rooted in reality. There aren't as many laughs to be found as the film 
goes on, but that's not a criticism — it indicates that the movie is actu- 
ally dealing with the issues it raises, rather than disregarding them in 
favor of some ironic, post-everything romp where life doesn't matter. 
What happens, for instance, when the elderly widower of a client seeks 
revenge on the people who took her from him? She wanted to die, but 
he didn't want her to; Nick may force himself to turn a blind eye to 
the bereaved — at least until Teresa catches his eye — but the movie 
doesn't. 

The denizens of this half-underworld are immaculately cast, 
too, from Mike McLaughlin as a company facilitator known as "The 
Weasel" (fifteen years ago, Steve Buscemi might've played him) to 
Jonene Nelson as the snappish receptionist to the hulking Nick Cam- 
marano as "The Force," the big dog who keeps the smaller mad dogs 
in line. Holding it all together is the smartly morose Billy Franks, who 
comes on like the product of John Cusack and Joe Strummer after a 
trip through Seth Brundle's pod — he makes Nick a man exhausted 
by his knowledge of what some people are willing to do and what 
others are driven to do to themselves. 

I hadn't expected much beyond the neat concept, but The Altruist 
delivers something a good deal more profound — a light-footed riff 
on Eros vs. Thanatos, like all good noir. Where other films of this type 
fall apart, this one clicks together; it's a tight unit, fully imagined and 
wittily presented. Like Grosse Pointe Blank, it understands that there 
is humor in the hit-man theme, but not just humor.
